P. Czolgosz was successfully, electro- 
cuted at Auburn prison this morning 
nnd was pronounced' dead at 7:16 
o'clock.

ardliness . struggling to his lips, tho 
youthful murderer, hated by a nation 
and tho world, paid the penalty of his 
fearful - c r i m e . . . . 


Not Sorry For His Crime 


Seated In the death chair ,Czclgo* 7 


fered untold torture but outwardly ho 
seemed sullen and Indifferent. 
The state Is not to surrender posses- 


sion of his body and by sundown It 
will have been secretly Interred In 
Kround controlled by the officials of 
Auburn prison.

out immediately after the execution. 


Family Is Indifferent 


.Cleveland; O., Oct £9.— Members of 


the family of Leon Czolgoez In this 
city show Htle concern over the fate 
of their son and brother.

ing Indifference Is remarkable.

father of the assassin was down town 
today In conference with Chief of Po- 
lice Corner, but the purpose of the 
conference was not learned, neither 
party to It giving out any .Informa- 
tion. 
That the 'elder Czolgosz had \>ecome 
entirely Indifferent to the fate of his 
son or else did not realize the terrible 
penalty he underwent, was very evi- 
dent.

ling suddenness and bounded

burst the straps which held him In tho 
chair. 
Then the current was turned 


off. 
No sound came from the body. 


, Twice more the current was turned 
on after .which the doctors pronounc- 
ed him dead. 
The corpse was taken 


to an adjoining room where an au- 
topsy was held. 


Brain Was Normal 


The autopsy showed .the assasln's 


brain to be perfectly normal. 
Every 
organ In the body was normal. 


Dressed In Simple Manner 


Czolgosz was dressed In a very slm 


pie manner for the execution a pair 
of black trousers, a looexj gray shirt 
and a pair of gray socks completing 
the outfit 
He wore no undergarments 


and no slices. 
Tho left leg of the 
trousers was silt at the bottom to per- 
mit the free adjustment of the elec- 
trode and Jhe shirt was open nt the 
neck so the doctors could take the 
heart count. If there should be any.

MEETING THE DIRE PENALTY 


Czolgosz Showed Abject Fear of the 


Approaching End 


Auburn, N. Y., Oct 29.— As the hour 


approached 'for the execution of Leon 
P. Czolgosz, nnutchlst stayer of Pres- 
ident McKinley, the strain on all con- 
nected with' the' official taak became In- 
tense. '

The assassin suffer >d a slight nerv- 


ous attack late in the afternoon, 'but 
the prison ofllclals did not regard it In 
the light of n breaking down and ad- 
hered to tbelr belief tuatTje" Would" go 
unfalteringly to; the chair and death. 
Aside froni the break at' nightfall Czol- 
gosz spent his last day of life much as 
ho did all the others since he passed 
into the hands of the law. The ap- 
proach of death seemed to nwnken no 
greater 'consciousness of his position. 
He again turned his buck upon the 
priests who came to urge him, to con- 
fess and repent and was .undemonstra- 
tive In the presence of those of his kin 
who came to say a last farewell to 
him. When alone with hla guards he 
remained silent and passed tho time 
cither lying on his bunk or In slowly 
inclng up and down 
tho cell. He 


talked, when addressed, to thoso ad- 
mitted near his cell, with his old de- 
liberation and slowness. If he knew 
strong emotion at any time he was 
successful In concealing It from thoso 
who watched over him.

Ho 
weighed about 155 pounds, which was 
thought to represent a slight gain since 
hls arrest Walter N. Tbaycr. former 
warden ot Dannemora prison, who was 
requested by Superintendent Collins to 
asrlst nr.d advise Wirdcii Mead during 
the execution. Inspected the; death 
ohambi>r nnd chair and .suggested an 
improvement in the latter, which was 
made at once. He found the bars of 
the back of the chair :ritn .rather far 
apart nnd vxprnMcd tlio opinion that 
an upright backboard placed Inside the 
bars would stwiRtlien the grip of th-> 
straps upon the body of the condemned 
man. 
The suggestion was adopted. 


While Thayer was Inspecting the chair 
Electrician Davis again ' lifted ' the 
switch and sent the electric current 
through It In final test. Davis also 
placed new sponges on the head and 
leg electrodes. Late In tho afternoon 
tho autopsy f\ble was wheeled Into the 
room adjoining the death chamber. 
Under orders froth the warden a coffin 
was also prepared. The latter Is of 
plain pine, stained black.

Discovered Early This Morning 


Mrs. Curtis was discovered about 7 


o clock by Miss Ardena Brosey ,the 
servant girl at tho home of Capt. W. 
T.I Vanklrk. 3 Milton avenue. 
Mrs. 


Vanklrk Is in Chicago and during her 
absence Mrs. Curtis, who Is her sis- 
ter, was presiding over her home. As 
Mrs. Curtis Is an early riser. 
Miss 


Brosey thought It strange when she 
did not come to breakfast by 7 o'colck 
and she went tc her room to call her. 
She rapped on the door but received 
no response and then she called but 
still there was no reply so she opened 
the door. 
. A flood of gas rushed through the 
opening almost 
overcoming 
Miss 
Brcsey. 
Instantly she realized what 


had happened and rushed to Mr..Mac- 
Lean's home, next door calling for 
help.-' Mr. MacLean was till 
In bed 
but he .heard her cries and his wife's 
answers and Jumping out of bed h 
pulled on his trousers and stockings 


• By thin time.he had heard enougl 


to know that the accident was a cas 
of asphyxiation and not knowing wha 
course cf treatment to pursue he ran 
to the hcme of Dr. James Mills stll 
In his stocking feet, night shirt and 
trousers. 
He called to Dr. Mills ask 


Ing what to do for a nnrson overcome 
with gas and Dr. Mills shouted back

Waiting only to tell the 


doctor to hurry over to Mr. Vanklrk's 
Mr.. MacLean hurried back to 
the 


scene of tho accident It had taken 
only.a.few moments and hla wife and 
Miss Brosey had Just reached the 
Vanklrk home and were opening the 
windows In 'the room where Mrs. Cur 


Curtis rose during the night 
to put 
more clothing on the bed and when 
she turned the light out turned the 
gas partially on again. 
The thumb 


screw on the gas fixture has become 
twisted so that it has the appearance 
cf being turned on when really the 
gas Is shut of. 
This was probably 


responsible for the mistake. 
This 


theory Is substantiated by the fact 
that there was an extra quilt and somo 
of Mrs. Curtis' clothing on tho bed. 
The bed clothes were pulled up tight 
about her face. 


Mrs. Curtis had a very narrow es- 
cape from death.

first found her was terribly frighten- 
ed but notwithstanding her fright dis- 
played rare presence of mind which Is 
worthy of commendation.

EXPIATES CRIME 


IN ELECTRIC CHAIR 


Continued From PARS 1. 


For a month and a day f.eon Citql- 


fosr waited for death. In tli<> coll to 
which he was carried when ho en- 
tered the prison doors fainting from 
fear of the howling crowd whlcli strug- 
gled to get at him. The attempt of 
the aftsasaln to keep up the appearance 
of courage made at the beginning of 
his short trial at Buffalo was a miser- 
able failure, and long bpfore the death 
sentence wan panned ho hml oxhlhltnd 
to all who saw the Inability to even 
pretend to courage. . When Czolgosz 
was taken to the liuffalo prison on the 
afternoon of the commission of the 
crime he ,8oon exhibited his pervhrse 
and. sullen nature. He was 
morose 


and crabbed In his answers to the few 
questlonfl the attendants put to him. 


Become* Rarenoni, •> Bract. 


Then began the development of his 


ravenous appetite, akin to that of a 
wild beast, which ban been a charac- 
teristic of his prison life. He was kept 
in as strict seclusion as possible and 
only the necessary examinations by 
the police to find If he had confeder- 
ates In the plot to murder the Presi- 
dent Interrupted the monotony of bla 
dally life. 
He thought that he had 


killed the President Instantly and bis 
whole talk for the first few days was 
on the theory that this was true. The 
three weeks he spent In the jail wrote 
their story on the prisoner's appear- 
ance. For several days Czolgosz was 
not given clean linen and the shirt 
front spotted with blood was 
worn 


during this time. The bloody marks 
on lila clothing and toe torn clothing 
Itaelf .were the result of the attacit 
made on him by the enraged bystand- 
ers In the Instant after the shots wore 
'fired. In these days his hair was al- 
lowed to grow long, and It became 
matted, and though at 'one time he 
had been vain of his personal appear-. 
ance when a realizing sense ' of hit 
hopeless condition came to him In the- 
Jail he lost this vanity. 


mn Abjt-rt Coward. 


He was a miserable, groveling objeci 


since the morning of Sept. 27, when ht 
was brought Into the prison In till* 
city. When the train arrived the peo- 
ple, in spite of the precautions of the 
officers, had learned of the fact that 
the assassin was on board, and as soot; 
as the car stopped Czolgosz wan hus- 
tled to the ground and started on the 
short trip of 100 feet to the door of the 
prison. The crowd reached him and 
one blow full In the face from 
thr 


hand of a workman dazed and fright; 
ened him. When the little squad oi 
officers, 
bruised 
and battered them- 


selves from the conflict with the crowd. 
got him Inside the protecting wall hi 
was limp and shrieking in his agony 
of fear. Falling on the floor, the pris- 
oner foamed at the mouth and uttered 
shriek1 after shriek until the gruff com- 
mand of the prison physician 
com- 


pelled him to moderate' his cries. Fear 
of the violence of the mob, abject fear, 
left the assassin physically prostrate 
and five prison attendants were com- 
pelled to bear him to the cell, where 
'he remained a trembling object at the 
opening of the door since that night a 
month ago.
